The Adventure Galley, In which he

car. 
His other ship. the Quedah Mer­ 
chant, was burned at Hispaniola (San 
Domingo) after Kidd’s arrest in Pos­ 
ton. 
The sloop S’.iii Antonio, in which 
Kidd ta m e north, was seized in Pos 
ton. 
Fanciful stories have been told of 
Kidd's visit to Gardiner's Island and 
his burial of treasure there. 
The only 
authentic account of his visit there 
Is in the testimony of John Gardiner, 
given under oath at Poston 
about 
three weeks after Kidd’s visit. 
It 
makes no mention of the treasure hav­ 
in g been buried. 
An official abstract 
of Mr. Gardiner’s testimony was as 
follows: 
About 20 days ago Mr. Elliott, of 
New York, came to his (Gardiner's) 
house and desired a boat to go to New 
York; furnished him one; that even­ 
ing he (Gardiner) saw a sloop (the 
Fan Antonio, with six guns riding off 
(Gardiner's )island; two days after­ 
ward In the evening G ardiner went 
on board the sloop to inquire what 
she was. 
When he came on board Capt Kidd 
till then unknown to him, asked him 
how* himself and family did; said he 
was going to I .Ord Bellonion! at Bos­ 
ton, and desired him to carry two 
negro boys and one negro girl ashore 
and keep them until he returned or 
his order called for them; about ten 


hours after he had taken the negroes, 
Kidd sent h it boat ashore with two 
bales of goods and a negro boy. 
Next m orning Kidd desired Gard­ 
iner to come on board immediately 
and bring six sheep with him for his 
voyage to Boston, which he did; then 
Kidd desired him to spate a barrel of 
cider, which he consented to do. G ard­ 
iner sent two of his m en for it, and 
while they were gone, Kidd offered 
Gardiner several pieces of damaged 
muslin and g en ial as a present to his 
wife, which Kidd put in a bag and 
handed to him; about a q u arter of an 
hour after, Kidd g a \e Gardiner two 
or three pieces of dam aged muslin for 
bis own use, 
An outline of the events 
t h a t led to Kidd’s being charged with 
piracy is necessary to an understand* 
lug of the situation in which he now 
found himself 
For some years Kidd 
bad been a shipm aster sailing ©tit of 
New York, and for a time had com­ 
manded a privateer, cruising against 
the French in tile West Indies 
ll** 
was prosperous, and tradition phi es 
in bis house in Liberty street the first 
Turkey carpet seen in New York. 
I ti 
like* fate ordained a change in t'*« 
life of Capt 
Kidd. 
In that year he 
was in London, comm anding the brig 
ant inc Antigua, of New 
York, when 
the King appointed 
Richard (’cote, 
Earl of Bellomont, Governor of New* 


England and New York. 
Bellonion! 
was ambitious, and saw in th e sup 
pression of piracy, at which the Col­ 
onial Governors had been winking, a 
field for personal advancem ent 
and 
gain. Before leaving England he asked 
that an English frigate lie sent to sup­ 
p r e s s the pirates, and not getting it 
he decided to fit out a privately owned 
ship. 
I l e <ast about for a captain 
and Robert Livingston, founder of the 
New York family of that name, who 
was then In London, 
recommended 
Capt Kidd as the proper man. 
Kidd 
was disinclined to take the position, 
hut Bellomont intimated th a t K idd’s 
own vessel would be detained in the 
Tham es if he did not, and he yielded 
For two years little was heard from 
the Adventure Galley, either in New 
York or London, but that little was 
had. 
Ships brought stories that Kidd 
had tu rned pirate 
One report was 
that he had taken a great ship, th* 
Quedah 
Merchant, and had left his 
own ship to cruise as a pirate in her 
This was hard news for Capt. Kidd's 
wife, 
faithful and anxious iii thee 
NYw York h o m e , waiting, with their 
two children, for his return. 
It dis 
turtled Kidd's 
noble 
p artn ers also 
though for a different reason 
Kid'! 
was compromising them. 
He w.i-; not 
careful enough 
He must be droppe I 
So thev sent w arships to hunt* him 


as a pirate. 
While his backers were 
anxiously waiting to hear of his cap­ 
ture Kidd appeared unexpectedly in 
the West Indies, where he touched at 
Anguilla April I, 1699, heard th a t he 
was wanted as a pirate and now de­ 
cided to find Bellomont and set h im ­ 
self stra ig h t lf he could. 
Capt. Kidd was prepared to swear 
to Bellomont th a t he was innocent of 
piracy; th a t he had taken only ships 
which sailed under French papers, and 
that whatever acts of a pi rat ital n a ­ 
ture he had committed were by his 
crew, who had mutinied, and locked 
him in his cabin until the piracies 
were accomplished. 
Kidd approached 
the land first in Delaware Bay, near 
Lewes, and sent ashore for supplies. 
He did not go ashore here, nor did 
he land any goods. 
A chest owrmd by 
Ja m e s Gillatn, a pirate, who was a 
passenger on Kidd’s vessel from Mada­ 
gascar, was landed here by its owner 
and placed In safe hands. Several peo­ 
ple who sold Kidd .supplies were on 
his vessel. 
T hey were later arrested 
and swore Kidd landed no goods. 
Kidd’s m ovem ents from this point 
on can be traced. 
He was anxious to 
com m unicate 
with 
his 
wife 
and 
friends in New York, and to th at end 
he steered for 
Long Island 
Sound, 
entering It at the east end and pro­ 
ceeding as far as Oyster Bay. 
Here 
he went ashore and sent a messenger 
to New York with a lette r to Jam es 
Em ott, a lawyer, and a message to 
his wife, 
Emott, whose practice e m ­ 
braced the defense of pirates, hurried 
to Oyster Bay and went on board 
Kidd’s sloop, which sailed at once for 
Rhode Island. 
Here E m o tt was I an el­ 
ded In N arrag ansett Bay, 
probably 
near Point Judith, to proceed to Bos­ 
ton. Lord Bellomont being there. Capt. 
K idd’s advocate arrived in Boston on 
J u n e 13, 1699, and went at once to 
Bel lorn on t’s lodgings. Bellomont p ro m ­ 
ised Kidd security "if he would prove 
himself as innocent 
as E m o tt said 
be was.” 
AlKHit Ju n e 27 Kidd headed for Bos­ 
ton, 
after taking on a pilot from 
Rhode Island— one Benjam in Bevins. 
This pilot naturally had charge of 
the aloof), and no treasu re could have 
been landed without his knowledge. 
He was later a witness for the govern­ 
ment. 
The Fan Antonio put 
in a ’ 
T arpaulin Cove, a convenient harbor 
on Vineyard Found, and there Kidd 
landed “a bale and two barrel-* of 
goods,’’ which were ‘‘left with the man 
there," to be called for on his return. 
The bale an d barrels were duly recov­ 
ered, like all the rest of K idd’s prop­ 
erty. 
T he value of the goods and 
treasure recovered from Kidd tallied 
fairly clearly with his probable share 
of the total booty of his voyage, less 
the goods left on the Quedah Mer­ 
chant, which were sold by Bolton at 
St Thomas. 
Toe exact n a tu re of the 
treasure Kidd turned over to Mr. G ard­ 
iner is known from an inventory made 
by five commissioners sent by Massa­ 
chusetts to collect 
Kidd’s property. 
The original of this inventory still 
exists,

Island was listed in it as follows:

the 
banking institutions of 
Canada, which bears the family name. 
The ‘‘Accommodation’’ w*as the name 
of the Molson steamboat, and she was 
built on the bank of the St. Lawrence 
at Montreal in the su m m e r of 1809, 
and the event was frau g h t with great 
importance to the trade of the coun­ 
try, greater by far probably, than the 
prime mover in 
its accomplishment 
even dared to imagine. 
The 
steam boat 
“ Accommodation." 
which ushered in such an epoch m a r k ­ 
ing period in the history of Canada, 
was 75 feet long on the keel and 87 
feet on deck. 
She had 
berths tor 
twenty passengers which it was prom ­ 
ised would be considerably a u g m e n t­ 
ed the following year.

In the old days hardships ln n u m er

The first iron steam ers came in to 
use on the St. Lawrence about 1843,

St. L am b ert 
and 
Laprairie on the 
south shore. 
This was long before 
the Victoria Bridge was 
built, and 
passengers from 
the south 
by the 
Cham plain and St. Lawrence Railway 
were landed on the south 
side and 
were 
conveyed 
across the 
river by 
these steamers. 
These 
boats 
were 
built in Scotland a n d brought out in 
sections, being put together in Mont­ 
real. 
The year 1845 saw the advent of 
the Richelieu 
Steamboat 
Company, 
which was destined to play an impor­ 
tant part in St. Lawrence navigation 
in a fter years, m uch larger than the 
originators 
of 
the service 
ever 
dreamed. 
From the modest beginning 
of ru n n in g some market bpsta to Sorel 
to en a b le farmers

produce in Montreal, the company has 
by steady growth and am algam ation 
with other companies, developed into 
one with assets exceeding $4,000,000 
t«» its credit, and operating steamer* 
of all sizes, th rough and local, from 
Lake Ontario to the Gulf of St. Law 
rente.
